Eczema 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 
Eczema is one of the commonest of skin 
troubles, occurring from the age of infancy 
throughout life. No age can be said to be ex- 
empt from the disorder. 
The word “eczema” is from the Greek, 


meaning “to bubble out.” There is strong evi- 


dence to believe that when 
eczema comes from a dis- 
ordered blood stream, the 
toxic impurities causing the 


trouble are literally bubbling 
out through the small vesicles 
appearing on the skin sur- 
face 

The real cause of eczema 
comes from the inside of the 


Dr. F. McCoy body, and my experience has 
shown me that eczema is a curable disorder 
only when this internal cause is removed. To ! 
entirely overcome this distressing skin condition 
you must avoid wrong food combinauvons 
which build up a systemic acidosis. After this 
acidosis has been created the body will find it 
necessary to find some channel of elimination 
through which the irritating wastes may be 
thrown out, and the skin may provide this 
channel. Of course, the skin itself is made 
irritable by the presence of these toxins which 
escape from the inside and are discharged on 
the skin surface. A skin irritated in this way 
will develop the burning or itching sensation 
so often felt in eczema 

An ordinary case of eczema is caused prim- 
arily by wrong diet and colonic absorption and 
is relieved by learning how to eat correctly 
and by securing a normal intestinal elimination. 
Some of the dietetic errors most productive of

In addition to the internal cause, there may 
also exist certain external causes. Anything 
which irritates the skin such as scratching, 
chafing, or exposure to chemicals may act as an 
external or exciting cause and may seem to 
bring about the eczema; however, these exciting 
causes would have no power to bring on the 
eczema providing the internal causes were not 
present. 

Eczema has a tendency to be exceedingly 
chronic and therefore may bother the patient for 


a considerable lh ngth of time—often remaining 
over a period of years. The symptoms most 
commonly present are: redness of the skin, a 
feeling of heat, and severe itching. The affected 
patches of skin may ooze a sticky fluid in which 
case the patient is said to have “wet” eczema; 
or this fluid may be lacking, when the case is 
called one of “dry” eczema. Considerable forma-~ 
tion of crusts or scales may be a prominent 
feature of the disorder. 

When eczema exists, washing the involved 
skin with soap and water usually seems to make 
the condition worse, and therefore, these pat- 
ients are advised to cleanse the irritated areas 
with olive oil and clean, sterile cotton.

It is the product of 
expert designers, including Prof. George Owen 
of the department of naval architecture, assisted 
by prominent yachtsmen, who were requested 
by Dr. Compton to produce a craft, suitable for 
students with various degrees of sailing ex- 
perience. 

The boat is 124% feet long and 5 feet wide, 
with overhanging bow and stern, By providing 
two mast steps, it is possible to rig the boat 
either as a sloop or a cat-boat, The ample width 
makes the boat safe for novices unskilled in 
handling boats. They are said to be remarkably 
fast in operation
